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THE NATIONAL BANKING SYSTEM : 


There is a great deal of popular 
misapprehension concerning the na- 
tional banking system of the United 
States. Demagogic writers and speak- 
ers frequently assail the system as one 
of legalized robbery of the people by 
4 bugs and “bloated bond - hold- 

The contrary is true. In the 
words of Comptroller Knox: 


“The system was established, not 
for the benefit of the steckholders ot 
the banks, but fur the benefit of all 
the people. Its ample basis ot uojm- 

red capital, its large surplus, its 

cash reserves, its secu circu- 
latiun, its protection to depositors, 
and its general mapagement, must 
commend it to every student of politi- 
cal economy.” 


Such opposition to national banks 
as is honest is usually based upon a 
very superficial examination of the 
system. This system is sometimes 
said to enable bankers to draw double 
interest on their money, and at first 
sight that appears to be the case. But 
on closer investigation that double in- 
terest is found to be only apparent, 
and not real. Before we go any fur- 
ther, it is desirable to state the leading 
features of the plan upon which na- 
tional banks are conducted. 

Let us suppose a banking associa- 
tion to be organized—the First Na- 
tional ‘Bank of Reno, for instance, 
which, for the sake of brevity, we can 
designate as D. A. B. & Co. They 
begin business with a paid up capita! 
stock of $50,000. To obtain national 
bank notes for circulation, D. A. B. & 
Co. deposit $40,000 in U. S. bonds in 
the Treasury at Washingion. The 
Treasury then issues to them $36,000 
in national bank notes, being 90 per 
cent. of the par value of the bonds de- 
posited. D. A. B. & Co. are allowed 
to draw interest on the bonds, which 
are held by the Treasury simply to 
protect the notes issued to D. A. B. & 
Co. Those notes are good anywhere 
in the United States, and will be taken 
by anybody at sight, because they 
bear the Government guarantee. If 
D. A. B. & Co. fail, those notes are 
still good, and will be paid on pre- 
sentation to the Treasury or at any 
national bank in the country. This 
is the great feature of the national 
banking system—the guaranteed re- 
demption of every national bank note 
issued, thus giving the people the ad- 
vantages of a paper currency that is 
absolutely safe, and at the same time 
affording employment for the banking 
capital of the country.. Now let us 
consider the profit of national banks 
as compared with private banks. To 
do this an illustration will answer 
better than a general statement. 

Again taking a local illustration, 
let us see what D. A. B. & Co. have 
gained by changing their private bank 
to a national bank. They put $40,- 
000 four per cent. bonds on deposit at 
Washington. The bonds were bought 
at eight per cent. premium, so that 
their total cost was $43,200. The 
Treasury issued to D. A. B. & Co. 
$36,000 in notes. Sap that D. A. B. 
& Oo. can keep these notes constantly 
loaned out at ane per cent. per month, 
the interest on them would be $4,320 
per annum. The isterest on the 
boads would be $1,600 more, so that 
their gross total profits.would be $5,- 
920. Now fur the deductions. They 
must psy a revenue tax of one per 
cent. on circulation, amounting to 
$360. They are obliged to keep on 
deposit at Washington, in addition to 
their U. S. bonds, a sum equivalent to 
five per gent. of their circulation, for 
the redemption of any of their notes 
that may be presented at the Treas- 
ary. This is called the redemption 
fund. In D. K. B. & Co.'s case it is 
five per cent. of $36,000, or $1,800, 
on which the Government allows no 
interest. The interest on that $1,800, 
amounting at one percent. per month 
to $216, must therefore also be de- 
ducted. Next must be deducted the 
cost of redemption. D. A. B. & Co. 
are required to pay the cost of re- 


that be 
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their books by a Government inspector, 
$50 whenever such examination is 
made, apd that is likely to be at least 
twice a year, The law requires them 
to advertise sworn reports of the con- 
dition of their bank at five periods io 
the year, an expense of $50 more. 
There are other minor incidental ex- 
penses of national banking of which 
we will make noaccount, Now fora 
recapitulation :

Now suppose that D. A. B. & Co., 
instead of buying bonds with that cap- 
ital of $43,200, had used it in private 
banking at the same rate of interest 
(one per cent.) which is the basis of 
the above calculation. One per cent. 
per month on $43,200 is $5,184. De- 
ducting the revenue tax ot one-half of 
one per cent. on private capital, 
L&mounting to $216, the net profit of 
the private bank would be $4,968.

This difference of $176 1s a very 
small sum to be considered on an in- 
restment of $43,200, and, as we have 
said, there are minor expenses of na- 
tional banking, not enumerated above, 
which will about eat it up. 
It is clear however, the national bank- 
ing system affords no special profitjto 
capital.] If it did capital would rush 
into the business to the fullest extent 
allowed by law. But the fact is, ac- 
cording to the Comptroller's report of 
Nov. 27, 1880, that “the banks now 
organized and in operation are enti- 
tled to receive nearly seventy miliions 
of additional circulation whenever 
they may see fit to deposit U. S. bonds 
to secure it.” There was in circula- 
tion at that date three hundred and 
twenty-one millions of national bank 
notes, leaving over sixty-nine millions 
uncalled for. There is no monopoly 
about the national bank business. 
Any one can engage in it. The ides 
that there is any “robbery” of the 
people involved in the system is 
simply preposterdus, as we hope we 
have sufficiently shown. The 
Government is in fact making money 
out of the banks in various ways. The 
Government, for instance, receives the 
whole gain of lost or unredeemed 
notes of national banks —a gain which, 
it is estimated by the Comptroller, 
will ultimately amount to $3,500,000. 

The great advantage whicha nation- 
al bank has is in gaining the con- 
fidence of the community in which it 
does business. Thus, since the con- 
version of D. A. B. & Co.'s private in- 
to a national bank, its deposits have 
increased 50 per cent. National banks 
must conduct business in striet accord- 
ance with the Jaws goveroing them, 
and which their directors are sworn to 
obey; their books are subject to in- 
spection at any hour; every share- 
holder is individually liable in case of 
failure; a large cash reserve must 
be kept on hand and a surplus fund 
must be accumulated; no portion of 
the capital can be withdrawn while a 
bank remains in business. Many 
other like restrictions are laid upon 
national banks, and its officers and 
directors are made oriminally liable 
for violations of the law. 

The importance of this subject 
makes it especially wurthy of careful 
consideration by the people. The 
whole business and industry of the 
country is‘ ditectly* or in- 
directly, upon the banks. The national 
bank business is vast in its propor- 
tions. On June 11, 1880, there were 
2,076 national banks with a capital of 
$455,909,565, not including a surplus 
of $118,000,000. The average capital 
of all the other banks in the country, 
for the six months ending May 31, 
1880, was but $194,136,825.

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LAWS OF THE STATE OF NEVADA 


Passed by the Tenth Session of the Leg- 
islature, 1881. 


Cuar. XXXVII.—An Act to license and 
— insurance business in this 
tate. 


(Approved February 23, 1881.) 
The people of the State of Nevada, 
represented in Senate and Assembly, do 
enact as follows: 


Section 1. No company, corporation, 
or association organized under the laws 
of this State, or any ocher State, or Gov- 
ernment, or firm, or individual, shall be 
permitted to transact an insurance busi- 
ness in this State, without a certificate 
from the State Controller authorizing 
and permitting the transaction of such 
business. 

Sec. 2. Corporations may be formed 
under the general laws of this State for 
the transaction of insurance business, 
but no such corporation shall be per- 
mitted to assume any risk as insurer, 
unless the same shall have at least five 
directors, who shall be residents and 
property owners in this State, and stock- 
holders in the corporation; nor until 
such corporation shall have a paid up, 
unimpaired cash capital equal to two 
bundred thonsand dollars, in United 
States gold coin, which shall be invested 
in this State in State or United States 
bonds; bonds and mortgages on first- 
class, otherwise unincumbered, real 
estate, the market value of which shall 
be at least double the amount invested 
in or loaned thereon; bonds of any city 
or county in this State, the issuance of 
which was duly authorized by law; 
bonds of any railroad, wagon road, ditch 
or canal incorporation or association; 
provided, that such bonds or securities 
shall at no time be estimated as assets 
of such corporation at more than their 
actual cash market value; and nothing 
in this Act shall be construed to permit 
any investment in mining stock. 

Sec. 3. No loan shall be made to any 
stockholder by any insurance corpora- 
tion formed under the laws of this State, 
nor shail any stockholder be interested 
in any way in any loan, pledge, security, 
or property of any ineurance company 
organized under the laws of this State, 
except as stockholder in said company, 
and any property claimed as belonging 
to such company, standing in the name 
of any person or persons, shall not be 
admitted as an asset of, such company. 

Sec. 4. No association, firm, or indi- 
vidual, whose principal office shall be 
in this State, shall be permitted to tran- 
sact business as insurer on terms more 
favorable than are defined in Section 
Two of this Act. 

Sec. 5. The Controller of State is 

hereby authorized aud required, upon 
receipt of a written request, signed by 
three citizens of this State, or whenever 
from any cause he shall deem it neces- 
eary, to make a thorough examinatiop 
of the books, accounts, securities, and 
sll property belonging to any company 
incorporated under the laws of this 
State, and if he does not find capital 
paid up to the amount of two hundred 
thousand dollars, or if he sball find the 
capital impaired, he shall give notice to 
such company to immediately repair its 
capital, and shall refuse or revoke his 
certificate of authority to such company 
to do business in this State; and if any 
company shall refuse to permit such ex- 
amination the Controller shail refuse or 
revoke his certificate of authority to 
such company. If after such notice, 
refusal or revocation of his certificate by 
the Controller, such company shall con- 
tinue to make contracts and issue poli- 
cies, the officers. or any officer, agent, 
or other person so violating the pro- 
visions of this Act, shall be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and on con- 
victivn thereof shall be fined the sum of 
five hundred dollars for each offense 
committed after the receipt of such no- 
tice, and in default of payment of such 
fine shail be imprisoned in the county 
jail of the county in which the offense 
was committed for a period not exceed- 
ing six months, or until such fine shall 
be paid. 
Seo. 6. For the purpose of repairing 
the capital of insurance companies or 
corporations, assessments may be levied 
upon the capital stock thereof, and col- 
lected as now provided by law for levy- 
ing and collecting assessments upon the 
capital stock of other corporations in 
this State. 

Sec. 7. For the purpose of, examina- 
tion, the Controller shall have free ac- 
cess to all books, papers and property 
of .ny insurance company formed under 
the laws of this State, and shall thor- 
oughly inspect and examine the same, 
as far as necessary to determine the fi- 
nancial condition and ability of such 
company to fulfill its engagements, and 
also to ascertain whetber it has complied 
with all the requirements of this Act.

agent for the Pacific Coast, inclosing a 
copy of the service, by mail, post-paid; 
and provided further, thatin such case 
no proceedings shall be had within 
forty days after such service on the 
Controller. 

Sec. 9. Upon the written representa- 
tion of three citizens, and the belief of 
the Controller, that any company or- 
ganized outside of this State and doing 
an mesurance business in this State has 
less than two hundred thousand dollars 
paid up, unimpaired cash capital, it 
shall be the duty of the Controller to 
make such an investigation or require 
such proof as shall be satisfactory to 
him concerning the financial condition 
of such company; provided, however, 
the certificate of the insurance officer of 
any State having an insurance depart- 
ment, that such company bas a paid up, 
unimpaired cask capital equal to two 
hundred thousand dollars in United 
States gold coin, shall be accepted by 
the Controller as satisfactery. If such 
company does not, within sixty days 
after demand of the Controller, produce 
such certificate, the Controller shall re- 
voke his certificate of authority to such 
company to do business in this State, 
and in the meantime may withdraw or 
withhold his certificate of authority 
until such certificate is produced. If, 
after such withholding, refusal, witb- 
drawal or revocation, such company, or 
any officer, agent or other person, shall 
write, deliver or agres to deliver any 
policy in such company, such person so 
violating the provisions of this Act shall 
be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
on conviction thereof shall be subject 
to the penalties provided in Section Five 
of this Act. 

Sec. 10. No company not incorporated 
in the United States shall be permitted 
to transact an insurance business in this 
State, unless the same shall have de- 
posited or invested for the benefit of its 
policy-holders in the United States, in 
at least one State, a sum equal to two 
hundred thousand dollars, in gold coin, 
in excess of its abilities in the United 
States. 

Sec. 11. Nothing in this Act shall be 
construed to prevent any life insurance 
company having outstanding poljcies in 
this State from appointing agents to 
collect premiums thereon; provided, 
such company shall appoint an attor- 
ney, as provided in Section Eight of this 
Act, and pay five dollars for filing the 
power of attorney with the Controller, 
and che Controller shall issue his cer- 
tificate authorizing the collection of 
premiums on outstanding policies only, 
and no requirement of capital herein 
shall apply to mutual life insurance 
companies possessing assets amounting 
to one million dollars or more. 

Sec. 12. The Controller shall, in de- 
termining the liabilities of any fire in- 
surance company organized under the 
laws of this State, estimate and deter- 
mine all debts and liabilities of such 
company, and shall calculate the re- 
insurance reserve for fire risks by taking 
fifty per centum of the premiums e- 
ceived on all unexpired risks having less 
than one year to run, and a pro rata 
premium of all risks having more than 
one year to rup, and such estimates 
shall be charged as a liability against 
such company. The Controller shall 
accept the valuations made by the in- 
surance officer of any State underjwhose 
authority any life insuraace company is 
permitted to transact business in that 
State. 


Sec. 13. This Act shall take effect on 
the first day of June, 1881, and all li- 
censes issued by the Controller shall 
expire on the thirty-first day of Decem- 
ber of each year, and shall be issued pro 
rata for any period less than one year, 
and all companies having unexpired 
quarterly licenses shall have the full 
benefit thereof. Within thirty days 
after the first day of June, 1881, and 
witbin thirty days after the first day of 
January, 1882, and annually thereafter, 
each company doing or proposing to 
do an insurance business in tais State 
sball apply to the Controller for a li- 
cense, and if he shall be satisfied that 
such company is qualified to do busi- 
ness under the provisions of this Act, he 
shull issue the same, on the receipt in 
gold coin of the amount required here- 
im and the admission of any insurance 
company to do business in this State 
shall not be denied by the Controller 
when it makes and tenders a full compli- 
ance with the provisions of this Act. 

Sec. 14. The Controller shall collect 
for filing each power of attorney and 
issuing his certificate, as, required by 
this Act, five dollars; for an annual 
license to each fire insurance company, 
to transact business throughout this 
State, one hundred dollars; for an an- 
nual license to each life insurance com- 
pany, to transact business throughout 
this State, one hundred dollars, pro- 
vided, however, that nothing contained 
in thid Act shall be construed to apply 
to any charitable secret society, organ- 
ized in this State, or to prevent the 
same from issuing benefits to its own 
members. For examining the financial 
condition of any company or association 
organized in this State, the just and 
legitimate expenses of such examination 
which shall be paid by the said com- 
pany, and the Controller shall revoke 
or refuse his certificate of 7 to

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_ Bro. 18. Apy person who solicits 
insurance, redéives an application or 
order to write, renew or procure any 


attempts as middleman to place any fire 
insurance in this State when such 
son holds no authority as agent from 
any insurance company or general 
agent of such company, shall be deemed 
an insurance broker, and shall pay to 
the county where such business is con- 
ducted or attempted, in advance, a 
quarterly license of fifteen dollars, and 
the License Collector of the county shall 
collect the same. If such broker shall 
neglect or refuse to procure such license 
he shall he deemed guilty of a misde- 
meanor, and, upon conviction, thereof, 
shail be fined not less than twenty-five 
dollars, nor more than fifty dollars for 
each offense, and in default of payment 
of the fine shall be imprisoned in the 
County Jail not more than twenty-five 
days. 

Sec. 16. The Controller may, at any 
time, require any insurance company 
doing business in this State to file in 
his office an authenticated copy of the 
certificate of incorporation, copy of the 
law, charter or deed of settlement under 
which its organization or formation was 
effected and its business is conducted; 
provided, however, that no company 
shall be required to file more than one 
such copy in this State. 

Sec. 17. The provisions of this Act 
under either term or designation of com- 
pany, corporation, asseciation, firm or 
individual in either case, or where term 
or designation is used, shall apply to 
any insurer, company, or corpora- 
tion, association, firm or individual en- 
gaged as insurers, or whe may hereafter 
engage as insurers in this State, or who 
may engage in offering or affording in- 
demmity against the casualties of fire or 
life. 

Src. 18. Any officer, agent or employe 
of any insurance company or other per- 
son violating any of the provisions of 
this Act, shall, on conviction thereof, be 
fined not less than than fifty dollars nor 
more than three hundred dollers, and 
in default of payment of snch fine shall 
be imprisoned in the county jail not less 
than ten days nor more than three 
months, except as otherwise specially 
provided in this Act, and the Controller 
is authorized and directed to cause pro- 
ceedings to be instituted in the name of 
the State of Nevada, in any Court of 
competent jurisdiction, to enforce the 
provisions of thia Act. ' 

Sec. 19. In the event of the total de- 
struction of any insured property on 
which the amount of the appraised or 
agreed loss shall be less than the total 
amount insured thereon, the insuring 
company or company or companies, 
shall return to the insured the unearned 
premium for the excess of insurance 
over the appraised, or agreed loss, to be 
paid at the same time and in the same 
manner 38 the loss shall be paid. 

Sec. 20. An Act to tax and regulate 
foreign insurance companies doing bus- 
iness in this State, approved January 
31, 1873, is hereby repealed, and all 
other Acts and parts of Acts, in so far 
only as they conflict with the provisions 
of this Act are hereby repealed.

A Shocking Story of Crime.

The coroner's jury that has been in 
session for several days investigating 
the cause of the death of Mollie, Ross.
